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PREFACE. 


Tue Selections in this volume are divided into two Parts, in order 
to meet the different degrees of proficiency in the knowledge of 
Greek, with which Students enter the Junior Class of the Univer- 


sity of Glasgow. For those who have been instructed merely in 


the rudiments, or who come entirely unprepared, the perusal of the . 


First Part will succeed immediately to the study of the Grammar. 
The Second Part, comprising Exrracrs of greater length, and 
more difficult in style and dialect, is intended for those who have 
been previously accustomed to reading and translation, though not 


sufficiently advanced to take up the business of the Senior Class. 


Tue First Part will furnish an easy exercise in common inflec- 
tions, and the simplest rules of Greek Syntax. ‘The Exrracrs in 
the Second Part have been so arranged, as far as the comparative 
difficulty of the several authors would permit, as not only to exhibit 
the varieties of the three principal dialects, but also to show the 
bearings of the Doric and Ionic on the Attic—the staple dialect of 
Grecian literature. The Extract from Homer, however, is the 
last submitted to perusal in the Junior, because Homer is uni- 
formly the first author examined and expounded in the Senior 
Class, in which a minuter investigation and a fuller development 


of the history and principles of the Greek language, become the 


objects of attention. 


Tue Notes attached to each Part are simple, and designed to 
assist, without superseding, the exertions of the Student. In writ- 


ing these, as well as in the choice of Exvracrs, the well-known

\ compilations of Professors DaLzu1. and Dunbar have been occa- 
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sionally consulted... To print them, in English, and at. the bettom 
of the page, sreraed the best mode of securing the attention of 
youthful readers to explanations, which are supplied only in such 
places and measure, as regard to their real advantage pointed out. 
All needless display of erudition has been avoided, as incompatible 
with a work, of which the proposed ends are brevity, cheapness, 


and practical utility.
